STORY OF THE OPERA 

Act I shows Lieutenant B. F. 
Pinkerton, of the United States 
Navy, about to contract a 
“Japanese Marriage” with Cho- 
Cho-San, known among her 
friends as Butterfly. Goro, the 
Nakodo or marriage broker, 
who has arranged the match, is 
with him and is enjoying Pin¬ 
kerton’s surprise and _ pleasure 
at the ingenious contrivance of 
their new home. Pinkerton’s 
friend. Sharpless, the American 
Consul, arrives. Sharpless 
looks upon Pinkerton’s projected 
alliance with disfavor. He ur¬ 
ges that what is a mere pas¬ 
time to Pinkerton may be a 
very serious matter to the Jap¬ 
anese girl. 

The relations arrive, together 
with the Japanese officials,^ and 
the marriage contract is signed 
with due ceremony. Butterfly’s 
uncle, the Bonze (Japanese 
priest), has discovered her re¬ 
nunciation of faith and has 
come to curse her for it. But¬ 
terfly is left weeping bitterly, 
and Pinkerton proeeeds to com¬ 
fort his poor little Japanese 
wife. 

Act II. Part I.—Three years 
have passed. Pinkerton has long 
since been recalled to America. 
The curtain rises on a faith¬ 
ful, ever-trusting, never-doubting 
Butterfly. 

She is interrupted by a visit 
from the Consul Sharpless, who 
has been intrusted by Pinkerton 
to break to Butterfly the news 
that he is returning to Nagasa¬ 
ki with an American wife. But 
with the best intentions. Sharp¬ 
less is unable to deliver his mes¬ 
sage. Then they are disturbed 
by a visit from Yamadori, a 
wealthy Japanese suitor, whom 
Goro is urging Butterfly to mar¬ 
ry. After Yamadori ha taken 
his departure. Sharpless makes 
one more attempt to open her 
eyes to the truth, but she silences 
him once for all by fetching in 
her baby boy, a blue-eyed, fair¬ 
haired replica of Pinkerton. 
And the poor Consul has reluct- 
tantly to take his leave without 
Faving achieved his mission. 

He has hardly gone before the 
harbor cannon announce the ar¬ 
rival of a man-of-war. Butter¬ 
fly and Suzuki discover it is 
Pinkerton’s ship, the “Abraharm' 
Lincoln!” The curtain falls on 
the pathetic picture of Butter¬ 
fly, rigid and motionless, wait¬ 
ing and watching in unshaken 
faith for the return of the 
husband who has forsaken her. 

Act II. Part 2.—The weary 
night has passed. The sun¬ 
shine awakes Suzuki, who per¬ 
suades Butterfly to go and rest, 
promising to call her as soon as
